The committee of both houses, appointed to con- } 
sider and report on the expediency of expres- 
sing the sense of the legislature on the pre- 
sent alarming state of our foreign relations, 
and onthe causes which have produced it ; 
and whether any, and if any, what measures 
may be adopted to prevent the evils of im- 
pending war—have attended to the duties of 
their appointment—and find on examination, 
That by the message of the President of the 
Tnited States to Congress at the opening of the 
present session, and the documents therewith 
transmitted, it appears, that a minister deputed 
by the government of Great Britain to this coun- 
trv, with full powers to negociate and conclude 
an accommodation of all controversies subsisiing 
between the two nations, after being accredited 
and having entered upon the object of his mhis- 
sion, was suddenly informed by the American 
minister, that no further communication would 
be received from him, in consequence of an al- 
leced offence in the language used in some part 
of his correspondence. This event, viewed in 
connection with the resolutions of Congress, and 
the resentment discovered and measures propo- 
sed by the friends of the administration, have 
materially changed the posture of our relations 
wih Great Britain, since the last meeting of this 
fovistature ; and in lien of the prospect of peace 
and amity, which we then hailed as so auspicious 
to our national prosperity, we discern a policy 
whose tendency 1s to produce an open rupture 
with thet nation. A war with Great Britain, in 
the resent state of Furope, and under the cxist-

It is further stated, that the expense of govern- 
ment upon a peace establishment, for the year

the report of the same department, for the year 
1806, it was stated, that alter defraying all the 
expences of Government, an annual surplus of 
five and an half millions of dollars would re- 
main. But according to the last statement, 
there will be a deficiency for the present year 
of four millions, making against the United 
States an annual difference as before of nine 
millions and an half. But when, with these 
statements, are taken into view, the still pro- 
gressive diminution and probable annihilation of 
revenue trom commerce inthe event.of war; 
and the additional and incalculable expenses, 
which must be rendered necessary in its pro- 
secution, your committee can perceive no means 
of supplying this miserable deficiency of reven- 
ue, but from direct taxes. ‘The expedient of 
great and enormous loans might be a resource 
for the first exigencies of the war; but a nation 
entirely deprived of visible and ‘actual revenue, 
could support but a doubtful credit, and the 
contemplation of a debt constantly augmenting 
in an unjust and rainous contest, would disgust 
the patriot and terrify the contractor. In 
these circumstances it is but too obvious that

country is defenceiess and our Treasury exhaust- 
ed—That to fortify one, anc'replenish the other, 
will require time, economy, and the advantages 
of renewed commerce—Fhat, on the contrary, 
Great Britain is inaccessible and invulnerable, 
except in one of its provinces, the conquest of 
which, if it could be effected, would prove a 
curse and a scourge to ourselves and our pos- 
terity 

Resolved, That a war with Great Britain would 
inevitably lead to an alliance with France, and 
thus furnish to her ambition the means and the 
pretexts for organizing within the United States, 
the materials and instruments for schemes of 
future domination. These materials unhappily 
abound on the northern frontier, and in our new- 
ly acquired territories in the South. From such 
a contest, the United States, if unsuccessful 
would be compelled to retire with a diseraceful 
surrender of the objects of the war, or, if suc- 
cessful, by contributing to the dowafal of Britain 
would be left alone to encounter a power, who, 
unopposed by the navy of his present enemy, 
would call into requisition all the resources and 
energies of our solitary Republic, to defend, in 
| doubtful conflict, our lberucs upon our own 
shores.
